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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ohmori et al. (5,730,035). 

Ohmori discloses an apparatus comprising: a spindle 16 of a pneumatic motor 13 
being installed between the top and bottom bearing seat (figures 1-3); air inlet at the top 
bearing seat for driving the pneumatic motor; a spindle is formed with a bi-directional 
rod groove 2, one end of the rod groove is communicated to an air inlet 20 of the 
pneumatic motor and another end is formed with a valve gate 13A to supply air to drive 
the pneumatic motor; a piston rod 7, 8 is mounted in the rod groove; an air stop washer 
21 is formed on the piston rod for controlling opening and closing of the valve gate. 

Ohmori further discloses an annular washer 24 at a top of the bearing top seat; 
the annular washer has a groove which is extended from an inner hole of the annular 
washer to out sides so as to communicated with rod groove and the air inlet of the 
pneumatic motor (figure 1 shows an inner hole of the washer 24); and the valve gate 
has a neck-like shape and has a smaller inner diameter (figure 3 shows a stepped 
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portion 80 and the rod groove 2 has a smaller inner diameter which connected to the 
valve gate 1 3A). 

Ohmori discloses the claimed invention, but does not expressly disclose that the 
bearing bottom seat has an air inlet. However, it appears that the pneumatic motor in 
Ohmori would perform equally well with the air inlet of the bearing top seat (Ohmori 
discloses each of the bearing top seat has an air inlet instead of an air inlet at each of 
the top bearing seat and bottom bearing seat as discloses in the Applicant's invention). 
Accordingly, the use of the air inlet at each of the top bearing seat and bottom bearing 
seat is deemed to be a design consideration which fails to patentably distinguish over 
the prior art of Ohmori.
